mentioned Letter to Mac LAUGHLIN (which FARRELL 
produced upon his being Examined, and HAWKINS 
Confeſled in his Examination to be his hand) that there was 
a familiar acquaintance betwixt him and Mac LAWGHLIN 
before, which Letter, looking ſo ſuſpiciovs, and being follow- 
ed with WETERS and the others [»formations, which ſounded 
ſo dangerow, my Lord LIEU TENANT and COUNCIL cou'd 
do no leſs than as they did,toCommit HAWKINS upon them, 
and notwithſtanding the LIBELLER and bis Party wou'd 
now, becauſe it ſeems to thwart their deſigns, refle& upon 


the Government fqr doing ofit,as too much countenancing of In- |- 


formations, yet (as has been found by late experience,) they 
wou'd be apt at another time (if it might advance their pur- 
poſes) more ſeverely to fall upon the GOVERNMENT for not 
doing of it, astoo great diſcountenaxcing of Evidence, ſo partial 
and 1o paſſzonate are the FACTIOUS. | 


Thus, (S:r,) have I run through the ſeveral Parts of this 
LIBELL, which touch upon this K:z#gdow,and the Government of 
it, andin my anſwerstothem,I havefor the moſt part mentioned 
and referr d untoſuch papers of Eſtate & publick Records, and be- 
ſides, all the matters of themproveto fall within the knowledges 
of ſo many perſons living, that if I had not a ſingular regard 
to truth {which I hope I ſhall ever follow) and a particular re- 
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IpeR for you (whom I am certain I will never abuſe )yet you 
may be ſure I wou'd not dare and therefore that I have not 
adventur'd to ſay any thing, but what contains the greateſt 
veracity, ſince in doing otherwiſe (which was a ſufficient 
Precaution to me from the beginning unto the end of this 
work) I knew I ſhou'd be by variety of Teſtimonies diſproved, 
and render'd not only as Odioxs, but as Ridiculous and Contemp- 
tible to the World, as our LIBELLER has ſhewn himſelf, 
who though he won'd have it believed, as if he were in his 
principles the fartheſt removed from the Popiſh Party, do's yet 
expoſe his LIBELL (by the groſs les which are diſperſed 
through it ) to bethe neareſt allied unto the Popiſh Legend. I
